EFFECTIVE AS AUTHORIZED BY KRS, AND BASED UPON A COST 
OF SERVICE STUDY BY GRW ENGINEERS, INC. 

BE IT ORDAINED BY THE CITY OF FALMOUTH: 

Section I. That Section 50.40 of the Code of Ordinance, Subsection E., authorizes 

the Falmouth City Council to contract on an individual basis for the provision of 

municipal utility services, as authorized by Kentucky Revised Statutes and the Rules and 

Regulations of the Public Service Commonwealth of Kentucky, which includes contracts 

with the East Pendleton County Water District and the Pendleton County Water District, 

respectively. 

Section 2. That the City of Falmouth has caused to be conducted a Cost of Service 

Study and Rate Calculation, by GRW Engineers, Inc., attached hereto and incorporated 

herein by reference, which study has been presented to the Falmouth City Council and 

the Mayor, and which has been taken into account in the establishment of wholesale 

water rates. 

Section 3. Based on the study, the wholesale water rates to the wholesale users 

that are customers of the City of Falmouth water system be and hereby are established as 

follows: 

a) To the East Pendleton County Water District: 

$2.02 per thousand gallons 



b) To the Pendleton County Water District: 

$2.10 per thousand gallons 

Section 4. That the Clerk of the City of Falmouth be and hereby is authorized and 

directed to provide a certified copy of this ordinance, return receipt requested, to the East 

Pendleton County Water District, to the Pendleton County Water District, and to the 

Public Service Commission of the Commonwealth of Kentucky, Rate Division, upon its 

enactment, approval, and publication as required by law.
